Some of these times when they 
start grading the streets and alleys 
for Dutch Denton’s new addition 
on the Old Fairgrounds, the grad­ 
ers will probably turn up hundreds 
of coins that were lost on the 
grounds during fair time away I 
back yonder 60 to 75 years ago, 
and during circuses that have ap­ 
peared there during the last half 
century. 
There is just enough kid about 
me to want to go over the newly 
turned earth after it is graded and 
hunt for those old coins, not be­ 
cause of the face value of the 
coins, but just to obtain some of 
the unusual ones. 
When I was a good sized boy 
one of my favorite pastimes was 
looking over newly plowed sites 
of the pioneer log cabins, which 
were invariably readily picked out 
by the difference in the color of 
the soil and fragments of broken 
dishes, as well as glacial stones 
that had been set in the ground 
for the corners of the log cabins 
to rest upon. 
Time and again my search was 
rewarded by finding some of those 
huge, copper cent pieces of early 
coinage, which were 
green 
and 
corroded by the long years they 
had rested in 
the 
earth. 
They 
probably 
had 
b e e n 
dropped 
through cracks in the puncheon 
floors of the log cabins and were 
never retrieved. 
Some of those old one cent coins 
dated back to 1818, 1819 and in 
the 1820 s and all were

condition. 
I still have them. 
But I'll bet the grading on the 
rid fairground will bring to light 
many old coins that would delight 
the heart of any collector, for a

General M acArthu r’« grand new 
v ictory in Borneo—this time In the 
amphibiou s inv asion at the great 
oil port of Balikpapan on the east 
coast—is a dou ble triu mph. 
As the general himself points 
ou t, by secu ring 
domination 
of 
Borneo the Allies hav e split the 
East Indies and v irtu ally hav e 
completed their tactical control of 
the sou thwest Pacific. 
That is a 
notable achiev ement, bu t it’s far 
from the whole story . 
The oil wells of Borneo produ ce 
large qu antities of petroleu m so 
pu re it can be u sed for fu el, lu bri­ 
cation and Diesel power withou t 
refining. The conqu est of Borneo 
thu s will giv e u s a badly needed 
oil base right in the heart of the 
operations against Japan. 
Here­ 
tofore ou r oil has had to be trans­ 
ported either from the west coast 
of 
America 
clear 
across 
the 
Pacific, or from the Persian Gu lf 
ov er the long hau l throu gh the 
Indian Ocean. 
These operations 
hav e requ ired a v ast amou nt of 
time and hu ge qu antities of ship­ 
ping. 
So McArthu r has broached a keg 
of oil which will grease the skids 
for Nipon. 
Borneo had, of 
cou rse, 
been 
Japan’s principal sou rce of oil 
u ntil ou r blockade 
sev ered 
her 
commu nications 
with 
Indonesia. 
Since then she has been largely 
dependent on her reserv es. The 
petroleu m of Borneo, Su matra and 
Jav a for some time has been to 
them worthless. 
We salu ate ou r Au stralian Allies 
in this Borneo show. 
It 
was 
Sev enth 
Div ision 
Au ssies 
who 
su rged ashore at Balikpapan, ju st 
as it was “Diggers” who made the 
landings at Tarakan. on the north­ 
east coast of Borneo, May 1, and 
at Bru nei Bay , on the northwest 
coast. Ju ne 10. 
Balikpapan 
was

fended, bu t the most intensiv e 
pre-inv asion 
bombardment ev er 
made in 
the

Pacific

Au ssies were pu t ashore 
by 
an 
Allied fleet of more 
than

ships—American, Roy al Au stral­ 
ian and Roy al Netherlands. 
Borneo 
is 
largest island—nex t 
to 
Green­ 
land and New 
Gu inea—and 
is 
abou t one-tenth the size of Au s* 
trolia. 
Strategically it lies as the 
tentrol point of a squ are whose 
sides are 
Indo-China, 
Su matra 
and Jav a, the Celebes and the 
Philippines. 
This 
ex plains 
the 
significance of MacArthu r's state­ 
ment that "ou r shipping can now 
sail with land-based 
air cov er 
to any point in 
the 
sou thwest 
Pacific.” 
This hu ge equ atorial island as 
v ast mineral resou rces bu t it is 
largely u ndev eloped. That is du e 
in considerable^degree to the fact 
that the cou ntry is mou ntainou s 
cov ered with ju ngle, and it is im­ 
possible hot and hu mid. 
Balikpapan is the most import­ 
ant port on the east coast and is 
the center of the Borneo oil in­ 
du stry . 
Borneo is packed with strange 
animals— the Mou se deer which is 
abou t a foot high, honey bears, 
elephonts. fly ing fox es and fly ing 
frogs. 
Less strange 
bu t 
more 
fearsome are 
the 
twenty 
foot 
py thons, 
orangu tans, 
crocodiles 
and what not. 
Bru nei Town where the Au ssies 
are fighting is one of the worlds 
odd settlements. Its popu lation of 
12.000 liv e in hu ts bu ilt on poles 
ov er mu d flats which ru n ou t 
from the Bru nei Riv er. They say 
there are women liv ing there who 
nev er hav e set foot on dry land.

ASTHMA 
is 
one 
of 
those 
chronic or lonir-continued disor­ 
ders for which no cure has as yet 
been found. It is a most trouble- 
some disease and may ev en be di­ 
rectly responsible for fatalities. 
The outstanding symptom of 
this disease is sh ortness of breath , 
scientifically called dyspnea. Du r­ 
ing an attack of asth ma, th ere is 
wh eezing, cou gh ing and sometimes 
slight fever. 


Case* Studied 
In almost 150 rase h istories of 
asth ma patients stu died by Doctor 
Emanu el Sch wartz of Brooklyn, 
wh eezing and sh ortness of breath 
were th e ou tstanding symptoms. 
Cou gh was next in importance and 
was not absent in any of th e pa­ 
tients. As th e attacks continu ed, 
th e cou gh became worse. Th e pa­ 
tients fou nd it difficu lt to bring u p 
spu tu m. As th e attack su bsided 
th e cou gh became looser and ex­ 
pectoration less difficu lt. 
Even after th e wh eezing and 
sh ortness of breath stopped th e 
cou gh continu ed for several days. 
In almost one-sixth of th e patients 
ru nning of th e nose and sneezing 
preceded th e onset of th e asth ma­ 
tic attack. In th ese instances th e 
patients were su ffering from nasal 
allergy or oversensitivity. 


Cau se Cn kn o wn 
Th e exact cau se of asth ma is not 
jefinitely known. It is tru e th at 
many of th e patients with th is dis­ 
order are oversensitive to variou s 
su bstances, su ch as pollens from 
plants or du sts, with wh ich th ey 
come in contact. Oth ers are sensi­ 
tive to foods or th e poisons formed 
by germs. 
It is as a ru le not difficu lt to 
make a diagnosis of asth ma. Th e 
symptoms are so ou tstanding th at 
it is difficu lt to confu se it with 
oth er conditions. In asth ma it is 
fou nd th at th e kind of wh ite cells 
in th e blood known as eosinoph ils 
are increased in nu mber from 1 
per cent, to as h igh as 5 per cent, 
to 10 per cent, or more. 


Sensitiv ity Treatment 
In th e type of asth ma du e to 
sensitivity, treatment is u su ally 
more satisfactory th an in th ose 


person is sensitiv e to v arious su b­ 
stances, skin tests may h e made. 
These are carried out by injection 
of extracts from these v arious sub­ 
stances into the skin and noting 
whether a reaction occurs in the 
form of a red swelling at the point 
where the injection is giv en. 
A meth od u sed for finding foods 
to wh ich a pt rson is sensitive is th e 
u se of elimination diets. Th ese 
consist of diets made u p of differ­ 
ent classes of food, such as cereals, 
meats, etc. Th e patient tries one 
class of foods and th en if no at­ 
tacks of asth ma occu r, h e adds 
oth er foods u ntil an attack docs 
develop. Th en h e will know? th at 
such foods as h e added to th e diet 
may be responsible. Of cou rse, once 
th e offending foods are fou nd th ey 
should be eliminated from th e diet. 
Su ch dru gs as epineph rine and 
eph ednne as well as aminoph yl- 
line are u sed in treating asth matic 
seizu res bu t, of cou rse, all su ch 
treatment mu st be carried ou t 
u nder th e directions of a ph ysi­ 
cian. Th e ph ysician can do mu ch 
to make th e asth ma patient com­ 
fortable and anyone with th is dis­ 
order sh ou ld be u nder th e care of 
a doctor.
